Long-Term Facilities Use Agreements 

Create a formal and sustainable system for long-term 
facilities use agreements between LAUSD and charter 
schools beginning in the 2019-20 school year, where 
long-term is defined to be petition co-terminus or 
longer, by establishing a clear change in facilities 
policy. 

• (LA RA and Facilities are working with the four Board 
District 4 identified co-located schools (i.e., APEX- 
Bernstein, CWC Flollywood-Le Conte, WISH 
Elementary-Orville Wright; and ICEF-Stoner) that 

Board Vice-President Nick Melvoin noted as 
particularly viable candidates for near-term facilities 
solutions and for which they think a long-term 
solution might be viable within the next 8-10 weeks. 
We are working with the schools to confirm their 
long-term and strategic interest and to develop 
proposed plans/mechanisms to review with BD4. 

• LA RA will reach out to Board District 6 early next 
week to determine their feedback/position after 
reviewing our co-located facilities data last week. 

• LA RA will reach out to Board District 2 to set up a 
discussion re: long-term facilities sprint in the next 8- 
10 weeks. 

Renewal Criteria & Performance Management 

In the absence of updated statewide criteria, secure 
LAUSD charter renewal criteria that prioritizes 
student academic outcomes and - only when 
necessary - considers multiple measures but does not 
substitute academic achievement with non-academic 
outcome measures of limited value. 

Secure a performance framework that lays the 
foundation for system-wide school improvement 
through a similar focus on student academic 
achievement. At a minimum, charter renewal criteria 
will remain protected as LAUSD adopts a 
performance framework for all public schools 

• Tentative meeting with Board member next week to 
discuss next steps. 

• Hostile legislation on these issues scheduled to be 
heard April 10 (coinciding with LA Advocacy Day in 
Sacramento. See below). 

• LAUSD will share updates on the SPF April 10. We are 
trying to secure an understanding of those updates 
in advance 

Authorizing Policy & Oversight 

Fundamentally improve the authorization and 
oversight experience for LA charter schools and the 
relationship between authorizer and charter schools 
in LA by securing structural reforms at LAUSD. In 
addition, continue to monitor OIG activity as it relates 
to LAUSD authorized charter schools. 

• The Charter Schools Division (CSD) sent letters re: 

ALTA Public Schools and Citizens of the World to the 
California School Finance Authority (CSFA) in 
response to its request for "good standing" 
verification letters. CSFA preliminarily denied the 
schools’ SB740 application because although the 
District verified that the schools' petitions were 
active and valid, it also noted that the schools have 
benchmarks and/or outstanding notices to cure and 
for which CSD has concerns. We will work with 
GA/CAPA/Legal to determine an appropriate 
response and strategy, in particular given the 
amendments to the SB740 regulations last year that, 
in part, gave rise to CSD's “good standing" 
determination. 












Ad-Hoc: BD5 Representation 

Maintain a kids-first local authorizing environment by 
securing: 1) interim appointment of a representative 
who supports the Superintendent and aligned board 
members; and 2) A special election primary in March; 

3) LAAC alignment with a PAC. 

• This week, CCSA's Civic Affairs team continued 
exploring the possibilities for involvement in BD5. At 
the last LAAC meeting, charter leaders appeared 
ready to push back on Jackie Goldberg’s candidacy, 
with most ranking her as an existential threat. Since, 
legislative threats have materialized and Heather 
Repenning advanced to face Jackie. 

• During the primary campaign, Heather publicly 
stated that she would not take money from charters. 

In addition, it appears that SEIU will continue to 
operate their independent expenditure campaign in 
favor of Heather in the general election.

Legislative Advocacy 

• We are exploring the possibility of partnership 
with Dr. McKenna’s office on his putting Equity into 
Action resolution, aimed at African American 
students. We will likely ask Dr. McKenna to include 
the direction that LAUSD endorse our sponsored 
legislation, AB 575, in this resolution. 

• AB 1505 will be the first bill to come before the 
Assembly Education committee, on April 10 (LA 
Advocacy Day). The bill has undergone small 
changes that would allow currently-authorized 
county charters to resubmit at county offices, but 
it remains a deeply flawed piece of le. 

Parcel Tax 

• On Tuesday, the Los Angeles PAC voted with the 
CCSA staff recommendation to support the 

Mayor’s anticipated independent expenditure and 
C4-style campaign to vote "yes" on the LAUSD 
parcel tax measure (a.k.a Measure EE) for the June 

4, 2019 special election. 

• Next week, the Los Angeles Advocacy Council will 
vote on whether to support the District and 
Superintendent's anticipated C3-style awareness 
campaign about Measure EE and the special 
election, generally. 

• CCSA and CCSA Advocates leadership will meet 
with the Superintendent’s office to discuss the 
District's June 4, 2019, parcel tax campaign and 
anticipated request for charter community 
support. 

Growth 

• This week, we learned that seven schools will 
submit new charter petitions to LAUSD in April (3 
KIPP, 4 ReFrame). Before the end of the school 
year, the Board will vote on at least 12 new 
petitions.
